This  affords  a  good  index  to  the  relative  commercial  importance  of 
the  great  mercantile  countries  to  our  own  trade.  In  1783,  when 
the  independence  of  the  United  States  was  finally  declared,  it  would 
hardly  have  been  believed  that,  within  the  lifetime  of  so  many  who 
witnessed  its  emancipation,  the  lost  colony  would  become  the  best 
trader  with  England,  nearly  equalling  all  her  other  colonies  put  to¬ 
gether.  We  may  gather  some  practical  estimate  of  the  overrated 
value  of  colonial  possessions  from  this  fact.

The  fall  in  prices  thus  began  in  September,  that  is,  with  the  home 
harvest.  The  importations  were  simultaneously  lessened,  so  that  in 
fact  the  price  and  the  importations  decreased  together.  It  was  clearly 
not  an  accumulation  of  imported  corn  that  caused  the  price  to  fall  at 
that  time,  for  there  was  no  accumulation.  On  the  contrary,  not  only 
had  the  previous  importations  been  all  sold,  but  there  was,  as  the 
Trade  and  Navigation  Papers  show,  a  larger  quantity  entered  for  home 
consumption  than  was  imported  during  the  previous  part  of  the  year. 
More  than  the  whole  foreign  supply  was  therefore  wanted,  and  the 
price  fell  owing  to  the  quantity  of  home  grown  grain  afterwards 
thrown  into  the  market  by  the  abundant  home  harvest  ;  and  under  its 
influence  the  prices  are  still  depressed,  the  importations  continuing 
even  for  the  last  quarter  less  than  they  were  during  some  years  under 
the  protective  system,  as  appears  from  the  following  returns  in  the 
“  Trade  and  Navigation  Returns,”  published  monthly: — -

This  table  sets  at  rest  the  question  of  fluctuation  of  prices.  It  is 
evident  that  they  depend  on  the  seasons  so  largely  that  all  minor  dis¬ 
turbing  causes  have  a  merely  subordinate  effect  upon  them.  Although 
our  own  purchases  and  importations  amounted  last  year  to  a  larger 
quantity  than  was  ever  known  before,  the  price  fell  in  every  one  of 
the  foreign  ports  whence  we  took  it,  and  in  most  of  them  the  fall  in 
price  was  very  considerable. 

Let  us  now  compare  the  prices  here  with  those  in  the  above  foreign 
ports.  In  1844  wheat  here  was  51s.  3d. ;  in  that  year  the  price  was

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lower  abroad  than  until  last  year.  It  remained  here  at  nearly  the 
same  price  till  1846,  when  it  rose  to  54s.  8 d.,  and  when  we  also  find 
that  a  great  rise,  commencing  somewhat  previously,  took  place  abroad, 
especially  at  the  European  ports.  In  1847  wheat  rose  here  to  69s.  9d., 
and  so  great  was  the  rise  abroad,  both  in  Europe  and  America,  that 
in  a  majority  of  the  exporting  countries  wheat  was  higher  priced  there 
than  here!  In  1848  the  home  price  fell  to  50s.  Id.,  and  simultane¬ 
ously  in  every  foreign  port  there  is  a  concurrent  and  often  a  propor¬ 
tionate  decrease.  In  1849  the  same  decrease  was  alike  continued 
both  at  home  and  abroad.  During  these  six  years  the  importations 
have  fluctuated  very  greatly,  but  as  the  facts  show  us  they  have  not 
visibly  impeded  the  operation  of  the  paramount  cause  which  has  in 
each  year  and  country  substantially  and  powerfully  determined  the 
price,  namely,  the  varieties  of  season  and  yield  of  harvests.  The 
obvious  reason  of  this  is,  that  the  aggregate  demand  never  does  or 
can  vary  in  anything  like  the  same  degree  as  the  supply.  If  this  be 
so,  how  very  undue  an  importance  do  we  attach  to  all  fiscal  means  of 
equalizing  or  governing  prices  !

The  mean  price  of  the  several  exporting  countries,  according  to 
the  above  table  of  prices,  was  about  36s.  2 d.  This  is  another  evidence 
that  the  cheapness  has  not  altogether  determined  the  selection  of  the 
market  by  the  purchasers.

Decreasing  Pauperism  and  increasing  Plenty. 

By  a  return  presented  to  the  House  of  Lords,  we  find  that  the 
number  of  paupers  of  all  classes  relieved  in  the  sixth  week  of  the 
quarters  ended  at  Lady  Day  were  in  England  only  in  1847,  908,871: 
in  1848,  993,767 ;  in  1 849,  943,942 ;  and  in  1850,  890,693.  It  thus 
appears  that  the  increase  and  decrease  was  as  follows: — In  England 
the  increase  of  1848  over  1847  was  9  34  per  cent. ;  in  1849  the  de¬ 
crease,  compared  with  1848,  was  5‘01  percent.;  in  1850  the  decrease, 
compared  with  1849,  was  5-64  per  cent.

It  thus  appears  that  a  number  more  than  double  the  whole  popu¬ 
lation  travel  on  Railways  during  a  year,  independent  of  the  servants 
and  employes.  A  large  proportion  of  these  are  journies  performed 
again  by  the  same  persons,  but  the  number  is,  nevertheless,  startling, 
and  illustrative  of  the  immense  utility  and  vast  effect  of  Railways  on 
Commerce  and  Intercourse. 

The  number,  out  of  this  vast  body  of  travellers,  who  have  had  acci¬ 
dents  is  wonderfully  small,  and  of  those  who  were  not  instrumental 
to  their  own  fate  next  to  none,  compared  with  the  enormous  amount 
of  those  who  travelled  safely.  It  is  now  past  all  doubt  that  Railways 
afford  the  safest  of  all  hitherto  discovered  means  of  locomotion.

Practical  Deductions. 

By  glancing  at  the  preceding  tables  one  thing  cannot  fail  to  strike 
the  most  unobservant,  namely,  that  whenever  the  food  of  the  people 
has  risen  in  price,  the  effect  has  been  to  deprive  them  of  the  means 
of  procuring  the  other  necessaries  and  comforts  of  life,— to  increase 
crime  and  emigration,  and,  in  short,  to  check  the  increase  of  national 
prosperity.  That  such  has  been  the  case  will  be  evident,  if  we  only 
examine  those  articles  which  are  usually  taken  as  the  index  of  the 
growing  wealth  or  poverty  of  a  nation.  In  the  subjoined  abstract  we 
have  made  allowance  for  the  increase  of  population,  which  must  of 
course  be  taken  into  account  in  such  comparisons,  and  have  some  of 
the  principal  items  of  the  preceding  tables  in  juxtaposition.

1  It  must  not  be  forgotten  that,  although  this  period  has  on  an  average  been 
one  in  which  food  was  cheap,  still  in  two  years  of  it  food  rose  to  a  higher  price 
than  had  been  known  for  many  years,  therefore  this  will  in  a  measure  account 
for  the  comparison  on  one  or  two  points  not  being  so  conclusive  as  it  is  in  the 
former  periods  when  the  average  variations  in  the  prices  of  food  were  greatest; 
and  this  also  accounts  for  the  increase  of  emigration  in  this  period,  more  than 
sixty  per  cent,  of  which  was  in  the  two  years  of  dear  food  already  alluded  to.

1  To  form  this  column  the  number  of  houses  in  each  group  has  been  multiplied  by  the  mean 
number  of  windows  therein ;  and  the  per-centage  is  the  proportion  which  the  number  of  windows 
thus  obtained  bears  to  the  total  amount  of  the  windows  in  all  the  groups  thus  ascertained. 
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Facts  in  Figures. 

In  this  table  we  have  divided  the  houses  into  seven  groups,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  number  of  their  windows.  The  two  last  columns  afford  the 
means  of  comparing  the  incidence  of  the  tax  on  these  several  classes  of 
houses.  Thus  it  appears  in  England,  that  the  first  class,  or  poorest, 
is  decidedly  the  most  favoured  and  least  taxed  of  the  first  six  groups, 
for  though  its  windows  are  17‘7  per  cent,  of  the  whole  number  of  taxed 
windows,  as  near  as  may  be,  it  pays  only  102  per  cent,  of  the  whole 
sum  levied.  With  group  3  it  is  the  reverse.  This  group  pays  the 
highest  of  any  in  proportion  to  its  number  of  windows,  which  are  only 
15*2  per  cent,  of  the  whole,  whilst  it  contributes  22-4  of  the  whole 
tax.  The  exemption  of  inns  of  court  and  colleges  throws  an  undue 
burden  on  the  rest,  and  the  first,  fourth  and  fifth  classes  of  houses 
especially  benefit  by  the  undue  incidence  on  the  third. 

In  Scotland  the  third  and  fourth,  and,  to  a  less  extent,  the  fifth 
classes,  suffer  for  the  very  light  incidence  of  the  tax  on  class  one,  and 
the  slight  favour  also  shown  to  class  two.  It  is  thus  obvious,  that 
though  the  poorest  class  of  houses  are  the  most  favoured,  that  the 
higher  class  are  not  taxed  in  progressive  ratio  to  the  assumed  means 
of  their  occupiers.  The  burden  is  unduly  on  the  middle  classes. 

The  following  return  shows  rather  the  comparative  size  of  the 
houses  in  the  different  towns  it  includes,  than  any  other  result:  the 
disparity  is  certainly  curious.
